El Paso, Tex., Feb. 27.—The import­ 
ant border town of Juarez, which has 
proven the key to the situation in / wo 
former 
revolutions, 
fell 
into 
Hie 
hands of the supporters of Gomez this 
morning and all municipal and feder­ 
al offices have been 
filled 
by 
men 
from the ranks of the invaders. Juar­ 
ez was the provisional capital both of 
Benito Juarez and Madero, and Go­ 
mez has been asked to come to the 
cit> horn s>an Antonio anti.accept the 
Provisional presidency of Mexico. 


The town, which was defended by a 
mere handful of men. was taken by 
j a band of between 400 and 700 Vas- 
j quistas, as they are 
termed, 
under 
command of Gen. Inez Salazer. They 
closed in on the city during last night 
and this morning marched into town 
capturing all 
of 
the 
fortifications 
j with arms, ammunition and provisions

The rebels fired one or two shots 


I from a cannon which they had station 
led in the foothills to intimidate the 
•small garrison, and after the capture 
j a squad fired a volley from its guns, 
I two of the bullets striking residences 
j in El Paso.

REBELS CAPTURE 


. CITY OF JUAREZ 


MEXH'A* 
SITUATION 
GROWS 


MO«E CRITICAX-4M0RE TROT. 


BLE is'PROSPECT. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 27.—The import* 


ant border town of Juarez, which has 
proven the key to the situation in /wo 
former 
revolutions, fell 
into 
the 


hands of the supporters of Gomez this 
morning and all municipal and feder- 
| al offices have been filled by men 
from the ranks of the invaders. Juar- 
ez was the provisional capital both of 
Benito Juarez and Madero, and Go- 
mez has been asked to come to the 
city from San Antonio andt accept the 
'Provisional presidency of 'Mexico. 


The town, which was defended by a 


mere handful of men, was taken by 
a band of between 400 and 700 Vas- 
quistas, as they are termed, under 
command of Gen. Inez Salazer. They 
closed in on the city during last night 
and this morning marched into town, 
capturing all of 
the 
fortifications 


with arms, ammunition and provisions 


The rebels fired one or two shots\ 


from a cannon which they had station 
ed in the foothills to intimidate the 
small garrison i and after the capture 
a squad fired a volley from its guns, 
two of the bullets striking residences 
in El Paso. The defenders offered no 
reslatence and gave up their arms on 
demand. 


Immediately 
after 
investing , the 


town, Gen. Salazar issued strict ord- 
ers to his men against looting or in- 
sulting foreigners. He said the rights) 
of property must be respected. -As 
soon as be had policed the city and 
restored order, street car traffic was 
resumed and tonight the keno games 
are running and saloons are open. 


Salazar has sent messages to oth- 


er rebel chiefs throughout the dis- 
trict to concentrate their forces at 
Juarez as soon as possible and says 
by tomorrow night he will have a 
force at his disposal large enough 
to move against Chihuahua, the state 
capital, which be proposes to cap- 
hire even if a battle has to be fought' 
with Orozoco'a command to accom- 
plish it. 


He will leave about 300 men here 


to garrison Juarez and march south- 
ward with a force aggregating 1,000. 
The National railway, which is in the 
hands of the rebels, will perhaps be 
used to convey their troops to the 
vicinity of Chihuahua. If Orozco con- 
tinues loyal and the influence of Qov. 
Gonzales is strong enough to hold the 
Madero troops In line, there may be a 
battle ; otherwise Chihuahua may be 
taken as easily as Juarez. 


The Juarez authorities asserted that 


they surrendered without fighting be- 
cause they feared intervention by the 
United States. 


At 9 o'clock tonight all is tranquil 


in the two cities. 'United States sol- 
diers are still patrolling the river 
bank on this side of the line, but all 
persons who have business are per- 
mitted to pass.

F«*HTINC OTER COUNTY SJBAT 
Oklahoma City, Ok-, Feb. 25.—Guy 


Green of Ryan, and Stuart, Cruce &- 
Gilbert, attorneys; for the town of Ry- 
an, have a suit ready for filing with 
the supreme court asking that_ rc^ 
moval of the Jefferson county rec- 
ords from 'Ryan to Waurika be re- 
strained. Saturday Governor Cruee 
issued a proclamation declaring Wav- 
vWta to be the new county seat of Jef- 
ferson county, based upon returns of 
an election held Feb. 20, This was the 
third, election. The first, in June, ISO'S, 
resulted in no town receiving a.ma- 
jority of the votes. The second, Sep- 
tember, 1908, between Ryan and Wau- 
rika, the supreme court held was of 
no effect, since eliminating certain 
questioned votes, neither of the towns 
received a majority. 


Goernor Cruce called a third elec- 


tion, wherein Waurika was the win- 
ner -by 103 majority and proclama- 
tion was issued so announcing. 


Attorneys for Ryan will 
rely 
for 


their restraining order upon the con- 
tention that the Governor had no pe- 
tition upon which to call the elec- 
tion of Feb. 20; that the election of 
September, 1903, while ineffectual in 
determining the county seat location, 
was nevertheless an election, and that 
as, the proposition was not carried, the 
question should rest for a period of 
ten years. 


In event it is held that the election 


of 'Feb. 20 was properly called, it was 
subsequent to April, 1909, after which 
the constitution requires that the win- 
ning place must receive two-thirds of 
the vote. 


'Ryan also sets up that the calling 


of the election was delayed until Feb. 
20 by no injunction or other legal 
proceeding on their part, and that 
Waurika failed to obtain the required 
parceiiturn of the vote. It is reported 


here that only' a portion of the coun- 
ty records have been moved to Wau- 
rika. 


In signing the proclamation Gov. 


Cruce told some of the. county offi- 
cers to follow the court wherein it 
held its terms. 


Term of the District Court is set to 


begin in Waurika next Monday.

In a great majority of cases the par- 
ties willingly sold to the Confederate 
government for bonds. In all these 
cases, where the Confederate govern- 
ment was not ready to receive the 
cotton at the time, a contract was*en- 
tered into with the vendor by which 
he agreed to hold the cotton as bailee 
of the Confederate Government.
